Premier's Method Cut Strength.

Both employers and workers have 
agreed to negotiate a national wage 
agreement by March SI. next, which 
will help to bring peace to the indus¬ 
try for many years.

Labor has taken its place among 
the great political parties of Britain.

Miss Sylvia 
Pankhurat. erstwhile militant suffm- 
gff” *" d gently editor of The 
" °. * r *. dreadnought, has been 
sentenced to six months' Imprison- 
msnt for publishing an article cal- 
misted to arouse the British people 
to revolution. 

Wlttmf way one looks at It. 
British labor la la the forefront of the 
news to-day. Sylvia Pankhumt's 
r * v . V 0 **- Panned along the lines 
advised by L«nlne, has no greater 
possibility of success than Irish In- 
pendence In the present temper of 
the British government, but. never¬ 
theless, a mighty revolution la taking 
place In the British Isles. Tha fact 
that this revolution is unaccompanied 
by bloodshed, by deeds of violence, by 
sabotage qnd destruction. Is calcu¬ 
lated to give foreigners a false im¬ 
pression of the actual situation here. 

Kylvia Pankhurat la an avowed 
communist. 8li« Is a confessed enemy 
of capital, fcn advocate of the use of 
force, but In her letter to -Comrade 
l«enine” she confessed, sorrowfully 
that all her efforts to hapten the rev¬ 
olution by the methods suggested to 
her by the Bolshevik leader when she 
saw him in Moscow had brought few 
results. " 

Raal Leaders of Revolution. 

It was a letter of despair, a message 
which could have given little encour¬ 
agement to the Bolshevik government 
In Moscow, which, during the coal 
strike, sent out wireless reports that 
the LJoyd George t'ablnet was prepar- 
Ingtoleave Ixtndon because 1 of the 
workers* revolution. The Russian 
lUdshevikl have no more knowledge 


Lloyd George plana to Wat them 
later. He Intends to win am victory 
at the ballot box, and not with the 
Guards regiments or some other body 
of soldiery. 

What is equally to the point Is that 
Hmlllle, t'lynes, Thomas and the 
other constitutionalists are perfectly 
aware of this fact, and they are not 
without confidence of their ability 
to defeat the government with its 
own weapons. 

Labor Confident ef Control. 

Under the normal course of events 
a general election could not be .held 
for three years, but few observers 
believe the government will last that 
long. The labor lenders expect a na¬ 
tional election within a year, and 
they believe they will be ablq. to form 
the next government That is a matter 
of much doubt, but In any case It la 
interesting to sketch briefly the La¬ 
bor programme as given In Thomas's 
book. He la a Member of Parliament, 
a good dehater, a fair orator, and en¬ 
joys a reputation for the highest in¬ 
tegrity.
